REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Another year in our school work has come and gone 
and we are again called to submit our annual report. 

In doing so we will say the schools have been quite as 
satisfactory as last year. Most of our teachers have 
labored hard for the interest of the scholars. Some met 
with greater succes than others owing largely to encour- 
agement by parents in seeing that their children are at 
school every day and in season. 

Parents should realize that the irregular and late at- 
tendance of their children is not only an injury to them, 
but to the whole school. ‘Teachers can make but little 
improvement with their pupils absent half of the time, 
if not more, from school. 

Good order, quietness and attention to study has been 
the ruling principle in most of our schools. 

Parents should visit the schools and encourage teach- 
ers and scholars more if they wish them to be more suc- 
cessful and not expect teachers to accomplish what be- 
longs to parental authority. 

It has been our aim to keep the expenses in our schools 
as low as possible. 

It was with delay and much reluctance that the school 
board decided to make a change in the arithmetics which 
we made this fall. 

If you will read the school report which follows you 
will see ‘how we have expended the school money.
